Nkw York, Aug. 27. — Advices from 
Munich tell an extraordinary story con- 
cerning the present condition of King 
Otto of Bavaria, and which, according to 
tlie court physician, is almost desperate. 
The unfortunate king is still at Fureten- 
ried, it having so far been found impos- 
sible to romovo him to Munich, in order 
that ho should undergo a dangerous uper- 
a ion. Although his stomach no longer 
digests fo-xl and 1:h life is sustained al- 
most entirely by milk, ho still possesses 
herculean strength, and being without a 
vestige of reason, it is with the greatest 
ditficulty that he can be controlled by bis 
physicians and attendants. At times ho 
imagines that he is a lion and attempts to 
bite everybody who comes near him. A 
little w hile ago ho bit one of his nide- 
de-camps in the calf so severely that he 
was confined to his bed for two weeks, 
fatal results being at. one- time appro 

headed. 

.Since the death of his brother, the late 
King Louis J I., ho has allowed no one to 
touch bis hair or beard, and as a result 
both have grown to an enormous length. 
Louis was almost as mad as himself, and 
both weiM in the habit of going through 
the vast halls of Furstonreid on their 
hands and knees, howling like wild 
beasts of the forest for hours together. 
Otto has a passion for cigarettes, but only 
smokes half of them, and before throw- 
ing them away extinguishes them by 
pressing them against the forehead of the 
first comer. No woman ever enters the 
palace, and if by chance he ever sees one 
through the windows be falls into 
paroxysms of tho most extraordinary 
fury, uttering piercing cries and break- 
ing everything within his reach. It is 
no longer safe to allow him to take his 
usual carriage drives in the grounds, as 
be cannot endure the Bight of a horse or 
carriage. A few weeks ago he attacked 
one of the animals, and received a blow 
with its muzzle, which made his nose 
bleed, and at the sight of the thud lie was 
taken with a terrible tit, and during three 
days would touch no fond.

VAN HOME'S STATEMENT. 

The Canadian Pacific Has Not Bought the 
Wabash Road. 

Chicago, Aug. 27. — President W. 0. 
Van Home, of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way, who ha 3 been making n brief visit 
to Chicago, says there is no truth what- 
ever in the reports that the Canadian 
Pacific railway intends to purchase the 
Wabash railway or any part thereof. 
His company, he said, does not conlem- 
plate the construction or absorption of a 
new line between Detroit and Chicago. 
It has at present a strong traffic agree- 
ment with the Wabash, and as long as 
that company carried out tho provisions 
of the contract the Canadian Pacilic 
would make no provision to secure an in- 
dependent outlet west from Detroit. As 
regards the live-year dressed beef con- 
tract made by the Canadian Pacilic with 
one of the dressed beef shippers, which 
caused the present war on dressed beef 
rates, Mr. Van Home said the contract 
was similar to the contracts made by one 
or two of the regular trunk lines, and ho 
could see no good reason why those roads 
fihould object to his company pursuing 
their method. The Canadian Pacilic 
does not intend to cut rates, but thinks 
it is entitled to the same rate on dressed 
beef as the Grand 'Trunk. Regarding 
the bill recently introduced in Congress 
by Congressman Taylor, of Chicago, pro- 
hibiting the carrying of goods in bond 
through Canada, President Van Borne 
did not think that Congress could ali'ord 
to pass such a bill, because it would hurt 
American lines much more than Canadian 
roads. "Such a bill," ho said, "might 
benefit a few eastern trunk lines, but it 
would do incalculable injury to roads to 
the north-west and to Now England. It 
would prevent tho latter from competing 
with the New York lines for seaboard 
and export trade.

FIGHT WITH DARE KNUCKLES 

In the U. S. House of Reprc8eutattves-A 
Disgraceful Scene. 

Washington City, Aug. 27.— Thero 
was a light with bare knuckles on tho 
floor of the House, this afternoon. Two 
or three congressmen called each other 
liars and applied epithets to each othor. 
Blows followed, and friends who rushed 
in as peace-makers were drawn into tho 
arena, until the big mace, which is 
brought out only to preservo tho peace 
of tho House, had to bo taken to the 
scrimmage. The scene was the most 
sensational that has occurred in the 
House for years. 

Wilson, of Washington, and Beckwith, 
of New Jersey, were the combatants, 
while Cannon and Mason, of Illinois, 
Williams, of Ohio, and Lehlbaeh, of New 
Jersey, wore "in it." It came during 
tho height of the filibustering on the 
compound lard bill. Mason and Cannon 
have been having a preliminary light for 
two days, and their blood was up. 

During a heated passage of words Can- 
non made some remarks to Mason which 
wore unlit for publication. They savored 
of smut. Mason was indignant. Ho took 
it as a personal insult to Ins family, some 
members of which were in the gallery. 
Enloo wanted tho remarks taken down, 
but tho Speaker ruled him out on a point 
of order. He appealed. 

Mason said Cannon was a dirty tramp. 
Half a dozen members were talking at 
once. Wilson was sitting on tho light of 
Lehlbaeh, and Beckwith was on his left. 
Wilson had no sympathy with Mason, for 
he, like many other Republicans, had 
grown tired of the (ilbustering. Ho is a 
very nervous man, and said: "Mason 
had no business to make such an attack 
on Cannon." 

Then Beckwith came in. Ho said : 

Mason is l ight. Cannon is a low-lived 
tramp. Ho put my name in his resolu- 
tion yesterday as an absentee when 1 was 
present. " 

"It does not make much difference," 
said Wilson. " You are absent enough 
to make up for it." 

Up to this time tho dialogue had been 
ill good nature, but Beckwith got angry 
at once. Ho jumped to his feet. Ills 

face was nfire : " You are a d d liar," 

he slid to Wilson. 

" You are another," replied John L., 
jumping up and turning pale. He has 
not been well for some weeks, and the ex- 
citement showed itself, lie trembled. 

"You are a d- — from 

Washington," hissed Mr. Beckwith, using 
an epithet that is supposed to be confined 
to the slums, and which usually means a 
light. It did in this ease. 

Wilson raised his right for Beckwith's 
jaw. The New Jersey man had no time 
to parry. 

Biff! Mr. Wilson landed squarely on 
the democrat's shoulder. Representatives 
crowded around them. Speaker Heed 
pounded with his gavel. Then some one 
bawled " Time 1" Others ran down the 
aisle towards the two men yelling at the 
top of their lungs. Mr. Lehlbaeh, over 
whose seat tho blows had been struck, 
arose, and taking each of the combatants 
by the collar held them apart. Beckwith 
struck once at Wilson, but did not reach 
him.

EZETA SIGNS THE TREATY* 

aci! Assured Among the Little Central 
American States. 

City ok Mexico, Aug. 27. — Dispatches 
from San Salvador state that tho proto- 
col of peace was signed to-day. Similar 
idviccs have been received from (luate- 
mala. 

Sonson'atk, Guatemala, Aug. 27. 
This morning in the face of the armi- 
stice agreed upon by Guatemala, Salvador 
and Honduras, and which was to end at 
(i o'clock to-day if peace arrangements 
were not perfected, the Guatemala forces 
on tho frontier shelled tho position occu- 
pied by the Salvadorans at 101 Coco in 
Salvador near the border. At the time 
the shelling of El Coco was taking place, 
Barrillas hud a poaco proposition in his 
hands and could not be ignorant of what 
was passing on the frontier, as a half- 
hour afterward he signed the peace 
treaty on the basis laid down by Ezeta, 
and which fact ho caused to ho telegraph- 
ed to that functionary at once. Tho 
reasons given for Barillas signing tho 
peace treaty are first, because the countryia 
practically bankrupt ; second, because ho 
fears the downfall of the government 
owing to interior revolutions, and third, 
because ho desires a loan of 522,000,000 
be carried through in France.

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IN SCENIC SPLENDOR. 

The New Route from Spokane lo Revelstoke 
—A Graphic Pencil Skated. 

(Spokane Fulls Review). 
A new and wonderful scenic route lias 
been revealed to Spokane It is the route 
from hero to Revelstoke, British Colum- 
bia, by way of the Spokane and Northern 
railroad and the Columbia River and 
Kootonay steamer line, which was form- 
ally opened last Friday by the connection 
made at Little Dalles. I had the good 
fortune to be one of the party who took 
the initiatory trip. ^Yo returned yester- 
day evening, having been gone exactly six 
days, and having in that six days seen 
more that is strange and wild and won- 
derful than could possibly have been seen 
in as many weeks by traveling in any 
other direction. The new connection with 
the Canadian Pacific and British Colum- 
bia is a great success. It has not only 
opened up a new transcontinental line to 
US and vastly extended our trade and 
commercial relations, but it has opened a 
new world of scenic grandeur, unsurpassed 
in many respects on the continent. 

THE START. 

Wo left Spokane last Thursday morn- 
ing on the Spokane and Northern train 
for the north, and spent that night at 
Marcus, where Mr. Corbiu will have a 
charming little hotel ready for guests in 
about a week. Wo went up to Little 
Dalles next morning. The road from 
Marcus to Little Dalles was along the 
bunk of the Columbia and is very pic- 
turesque. It is by far the most attractive 
portion of the line. Much of the time 
you see the blue waters of the Columbia 
rolling along hundreds of feet below you, 
while beyond the river and above you rise 
mountains of great height and rugged- 
ness, Little Dalles takes its name from 
n narrow gorge in the river, through 
which the water rushes with groat force, 
and through which steamers eamn.t pass, 
iiiltle Dalles station, the present terminus 
of tho road, is about three miles above 
the point from which the name is de- 
rived. The terminus of the road is just 
being completed. The boats from Ucvel- 
stoke make their landings here! and re- 
ceive passengers and freight for points 
above. It is about fifteen miles above to 
tho international boundary liti ,and about 
fifty miles above to Sproat's Landing, 
from which the Canadian Pacilic is build- 
ing a lino out into the Kootenai mines, 
and about two hundred miles to Revel- 
stoke, where connection is made with the 
Canadian Pacific. The distance therefore 
from Spokane to Revelstoke is about 32G 
miles, a little less than to Tacoma or 
.Seattle. 

LITTLE DALLES TO SPROAT'S. 

We left Lit tle D dies on the steamer 
Lytton at 5 o'clock last Friday afternoon. 
Tho steamer had been delayed by a de- 
t'cetivo umokesfack, otherwise she would 
have left at 1 that morning. We found a 
istrohg current in the river from Little 
Dalles to Sproat's Landing and three rap- 
ids, but tho steamer is an admirable boat 
and made line headway. Wo tied up 
Friday night and got to Sproat's Satuiday 
morning. The river from there on is ad- 
mirable. It is not so strong as below, and 
about four miles from Sproat's the Lower 
.Arrow lake begins, which is simply the 
river widened and deepened. Thus it 
continues for about fifty miles, when the 
channel again narrows, - continuing thus 
for about eighteen miles, then widening 
again into a lake called Upper Arrow 
lake, which continues about forty-six 
miles, when the river resumes its original 
form and thus continues about twenty- 
eight miles, when Revelstoke is reached. 

AT LITTLE D AXLES. 

and throughout the Lower Columbia the 
■water is very clear and of a marine-blue 
color. Its hue begins to change between 
Little Dalles and Sproat's and changes 
gradually to a pea-green at the entrance 
to the Lower Arrow lake. The upper 
river between Upper Arrow lake and 
Revelstoke is quite muddy. Upper and 
Lower Arrow lakes serve as great settling 
reservoirs for Jthe great body of water 
which is thrown into them from above. 
Tho Upper Columbia, with its muddy 
water and sedimentary crumbling banks, 
reminds one of the Mississippi. The lower 
river has rocky, precipitous banks, and 
tho water is as clear as that which (lows 
i from Lake Cceur d'Alene through tho 
Spokane river. 

A GRANT) PANORAMA. 
1 could not undertake to describe the 
scenery along the great river from Little 
Dalles to Revelstoke. It. is enough to say 
that wo had thrust upon us one unbroken 
and fascinating succession of surprises. 
We were aharmod from beginning to tin- 
ish. There was not a moment when some 
new and striking picture was not being 
opened up to the eyo. Tho interest never 
tl igged. The mountains ruse higher and 
higher on either side, until we saw Mount 
Begbie at Revelstoke, snow-covered, and 
Ascending over 8,000 feet above the sea 
level. We reached the snow-clad ranges 
while in the upper lake and were Hanked 
by them on either s do until wo drew up 
at Revelstoke. The mountains rise up 
abruptly from the edges of both the lower 
and upper lakes. There is not room 
enough for a narrow trail on their mar- 
gins, but straight from the water's edge 
rise the gigantic masses, making a gigantic 
enclosure, such as would have been worthy 
of the fabled gods of Homer and Virgil. 

THE WATERS OF THE LAKES 
were a3 smooth as glass, and in the even- 
ing tho forms ■ f the mountains pictured 
•themselves with marvelous distinc noss 
and fidelity in the depths below. It was 
liko a tour through some fairy land. We 
saw not ft habitation, except that of some 
Chinese wood-choppers, between Sproat's 
and Revelstoke, a distance of J 50 miles. 
Here was nature, wild and untrodden, 
solitary and sublime. The air was pure 
and bracing, and one felt his youth re- 
newed in the garden of the gods. 

Wo arrived at Etevolstoko Sunday 
morning and there took the east-bound 
train on <ho Canadian Pacific for (/lacier, 
4 1 miles distant, and diroctly on the sum- 
mit of tho groat Selkirk range of moun- 
tains. 

Suddenly I'roslratcd.

VANCOUVER ISLAND'S BEAUTY. 

What a Widely Traveled Jjatly Has to Say of 
the Pacific Coast Gem-British 
Columbia's Attractions. 

Tho following interesting letter has 
been written by Mrs. Little, a lady who 
has traveled extensively over the Orient 
and also this continent, and wdio is an 
ardent admirer of Nature, as well as a 
keen observer of a country's commercial 
and social aspect. Mrs. Little, who is 
traveling with her husband, a prominent 
merchant of China, lias been induced to 
write this running account of her journey 
from Vancouvor to Victoria, up to Nan- 
aimo by the E. ife'lf. railroad, and back 
to Vancouver by steamer : — 

"Tho round trip from Vancouvor to 
Victoria across the Island to Nanaimo 
and hack again is so enjoyable a one, 
that, as 1 find it has not occurred to any 
i if tho travelers 1 have met to make 
it, 1 hope that you may find space in your 
journal, naturally so largely read by tour- 
its, for a few words describing it. 

Of course everyone knows how to go 
over to Victoria by the Islander, and drive 
to lovely Esquimalt, though, alas ! none 
told us of the (huge, which seems yet to 
be more thought of by Victorians. So 
after seeing the museum, with its very in- 
teresting collection, and duly paying our 
respects to tho most amusing racoon at 
Beacon Hill Park, besides enjoying tho 
lovely flower gardens and othur beauties 
of Victoria, we left by tho eight o'clock 
train, and greatly regretting we had not 
arranged to stop at Coldstream, and ex- 
plore tho particularly tempting looking 
country round Saanich Creek, came on 
to Duncans. There we had a disappoint- 
ment, which, as so often occurs in life, 
turned out for our good. We had under- 
stood the stage left every day for Lake 
Cowichan, but no! it seems it goos out 
on Tuesdays, Wednesdays, and Satur- 
days, returning Mondays, Wednesdays 
and Fridays. This delay, however, led 
to onr taking up quarters for the night at 
the unusually comfortable boarding house 
Mr. Leathor has opened at his farm of 
Tsonhailin, Quamichon. The fare there 
is like that of a lirst-class English farm, 
with an abundance of milk and jream, 
and a real pleasure to English people 
after a prolonged experience of hotel 
cookery, which is certainly not ouo 
of the charms of British Columbia. 

And the mountain of Tsonhailin, just 
at tho back of tho house, with its sum- 
mit of bare crags and mixed vegetation 
beneath, magnificent maples and many 
man/, anetas, besides the usual s'aid 
conifeiro, is the most charming moun- 
tain it has been my luck to tee in the 
Island. Cowichan Bay lies spread in 
front, with a splendid carriage drive 
round it, and there are raucheries to 
visit and bewitching little bays. Quite 
near lies Quamichon Lake, recalling lovely 
Hakone in Japan, only without the taper- 
ing spire of Fuji Zona to crown all. 
Altogether the park-like scenery ami 
ideally situated farms make tiiis idyllic 
region well worth a visit, besides giving 
quite a different idea of this exception- 
ally beautiful island from what can bo 
gathered by a hasty visit to Victoiia. 
From Duncan station we drove twenty 
miles through the grandest possible forest, 
along a fair road to a small inn now 
called Fraser's, or Cowichan road, 
fairly near where it flows from the lake. 
A deer was roused by tho sound of the 
wagon, but only to bound away a few- 
steps, where it stood, turning its head to 
look at us. Grouse and squirrels alike', 
hardly troubled themselves to move, blue 
jays chattered, and innumerable wood- 
peckers were very busy, but tho hum- 
ming birds, said to bo numerous in spring 
time, did not appear. Nor was it the 
right Beason for either salmon or grouse, 
though we did see a few of the latter 
leaping. 

One day on Lake Cowichan with tho 
necessity of a return voyage the same 
day badly qualifies one to speak of it. 
But it is certainly a very beautiful and 
bewitching lake, especially in its narrows 
and in tho upper part, A view there 
down tho lake recalled one of the lincst 
of tho Scotch lochs, and one had but to 
turn one's head to see the hardly less 
lovely view up the lake towards the 
Nitinat Valley. Wo greatly enjoyed 
dining at the logging camp and seeing a 
giant of tho forest fall under tho saw. - - 
There are so many and such magnifiicent 
trees round Lake Cowichan that one 
cannot regret some being felled us ono 
does in other parts when liro has been 
spreading wide and wanton destruction. 
At one placed where wo stopped we 
found two lovely beds of moss spread us 
if waiting for us. a neat little bundle of 
wood cut, and a tripod of sticks all ready 
to hang a kettle from. There also, there 
was plentiful provision of most delirious 
wild raspberries, which quite surpass the 
huckleberries with which tho lake also 
abounds, lint tho enjoyment of Lake 
Cowichan is marred by that curse of the 
island the bar, where working men's 
wages very naturally and surely return 
into their employers' pockets. As long 
as the bar is tho only room for men to 
meet and converse they may strike for 
hitih wages as much as they like, but they 
will never uet them. The barkeeper 
it is who will, to the great discomfort of 
his own long-suffering body, and tho spec- 
tacle to an onlooker is a most distressing 
one. Prom Lake Cowichan v. e returned 
again to idyllic Tsonhailin, with its crea- 
ture comforts, and from there proceeded 
to Nanaimo, passing again through lovely 
scenery by train and especially delighted 
by the flourishing appearance of Che- 
mainus. Nanaimo itself is singularly 
blessed by nature as to position, but the 
smells there are tit present/ so distressing, 
that one hesitates to recommend tho tour- 
ist, to remain I here even tor one night, 
which, however, is inevitable whilst, as 
at present, the Cutch leaves at, 7 a. m. 
for Vancouver. By her wo again caught 
sight of tho many beautiful islands oil' the 
entrance to Departure Bay, which, as 
seen on tho trip to Alaska, had struck, us 
as ono of the loveliest bits on that won- 
derful route. 

Another way of making a round trip to 
Victoria would lie by driving on Tuesday 
morning' from Tsonhailin, round Cow- 
iijhan Bay, and there taking the Bteamer 
for Now Westminster, and so back to 
Vancouver, of the lovely blue atmos- 
phere, guarded over by tho two Trafalgar 
Square Lions, as of old, before even a 
log hut stood where is now a city full of 
enterprise.

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THE EXHIBITION. 

The time of igricultural exhibitions is 
close at hand. The harvtst is going on, 
tlio fruit i3 ripo mid the roots aro fist 
maturing. We trust that the Agricul- 
tural .Society is taking tho proper meas- 
ures to make a success of tho Victoria 
exhibition. It is becoming every year 
more, and moro apparent that iho agiieul- 
tural capabilities of the province arc far 
greater than even its must enthusiastic ad- 
mirers and its firmest friends believed. 
Tho soil in all parts of the province in 
which agriculture is possible is uncom- 
monly good, and the climate for a wide 
range of productions till Hint can be de- 
sired. Everything that ia grown hi East- 
ern Canada ' can be raised here, and 
plants that are exotics there tlotirisli in 
the open air on the Pacilie coast. 

Tho season, too, for farming operations 
is much longer hero than in the East. 
Thero is no long winter during which the 
ground is covered with a heavy coat of 
snow, mid so hard that it requires a 
pickaxe to mako any impression un 
it. Lleto tho season of frost is 
very short indeed, and in some place 8 
there ia not a month in the year in which 
work of some kind cannot bo done on the 
farm. With these advantages tho farmers 
of this province ought to bo able to make 
a splendid show, and if diligence and en- 
terprise are used by those interested, an 
exhibition of farm nnd garden products 
call he got up which will surprise even 
those who consider themselves pretty 
well acquainted with the province. 

In no part of Canada do cattle and 
horses thrive better than in British Col- 
umbia, and thero aro breeders hero who 
o«n exhibit some splendid stock. I t is to 
1)0 hoped that they will not allow tho op- 
portunity, which the Victoria exhibition 
affords them, to let the world know what 
they can do in the way of stock racing. 
This industry has already attained an ad- 
vanced stage of development, but a great 
deal moro can yet bo done. 

Tho Exhibition is to bo industrial in 
tho widest sense of tho term, so, we trust, 
Unit tho manufacturers of tho province 
are preparing to make it properly repre- 
sentative, A considerable variety of 
manufactured articles is produced in the 
province, and tho visitor to tlio exhibi- 
tion should take away witli him a good 
impression of tho state of its manufac- 
turing industry. 

Thoso interested in British Columbia's 
mines ought to tako sumo trouble to make 
a good exhibit of its mineral wealth. 
This, it seems to us, would not bu very 
difficult to do. There aro aonio lino col- 
lections of specimens in the city, and ad- 
ditions could be readily made to them. 

Tho fishermen and canuers should be 
alive to tlio importance of tlio occasion, 
and ah uld not allow the strangers who 
will visit tho Victoria Exhibition to leave 
it with tlio idoa that tho river and sea 
fisheries of the province are of no groat 
importance. Tho fishermen and cannera 
could make a splendid show, and they 
ought to do il, both for their own sakes 
and for the credit of tlio I'acitic Coast. 

Tho Managing Committees, no doubt, 
see how important it is to mako their ex- 
hibitions attractive. People who came 
to aoo exhibitions want to bo amused as 
well as instructed. Private enterprise 
can and will, no :loubt,domuch in this de- 
partment, but private enterprise needs 
guidance and direction. There is much 
that tho Committees can do to make tho 
Exhibition beautiful and pleasant and to 
see what this is, and to devise ways and 
jnoiins to do it, ia not by'any menus the 



least difficult part of thoir duty. We sin- 
cerely trust that tho Exhibition this year 
will bo one of a long aeries which will add 
considerably to tho attractions which Vic- 
toria already possesses. 

WHAT WE MEAN ! 

Tho News- Advertiser asks us with 
clumsily affected surprise what wo mean 
by saying that a conspiracy exists, the 
object of which is to prevent tho opening 
and the operating of tho Wellington 
mines 1 Tho News-Advertisor knows as 
well as we do what we mean.

Granting that General Middleton is such 
a man and that he is not guilty of the 
misdeeds with which ho is charged and 
for which he has been, in a bciiso, pun- 
ished, he deserves tho sympathy of all 
honorable Canadians. That Sir Fred. 
Middloton has been a much misjudged 
and harshly treated man will, we believe, 
be tho conclusion to which the greater 
number of those who read his parting ad- 
dress to the people of Canada will come. 
The address is a manly one. General 
Middleton gives explanations in a 
direct way and in simple terms, 
lie reproaches no ono, ami hi; 
does not indulge in recrimination, 
lie admits that, he made a mis- 
take, but he shows that, bo did not 
profit, by that mistake, lie shows, too, 
by the evidence of a worthy bishop, who 
was the warm friend of tho unfortunate 
Motis, that, ho was humane and even 
generous in Ins treatment of the con- 
(|Uered people. When the reader peruses 
the following extract from a letter writ- 
ten by Bishop Grandin ho will not readi- 
ly believe those who accuse General 
Middleton of practising and permitting 
wholesale plunder. This is what the 
Bishop wrote on July 30th, 188o :— 

'• I was heart-broken at the sight of so 
much misery, .but I ought to say that, if 
on tho one hand I saw that which always 
bIiows i'sclf aftor war, I was rejoiced by 
hearing what ono rarely hears under such 
circumstances. 1 have heard, and fro- 
quently, tho conquered praise tho gener- 
osity of their conqueror. To hear tho 
priest praise your moderation in victory, 
praise tho officers in general, speak of 
your kindness in relieving tho starving 
conquered did not surprise, but I have 
heard tho people in general. 

" I tender you special thanks, 
General; because, at the entreaty 
of good Father Moulin, yon spared tho 
church of St, Antoine and thu mission- 
aries' house although these buildings 
were an obstacle to you in battle. Von 
have, General, by yielding to tho en- 
troaty of that good little missionary, 
rendered a true service to tho colony. " 

Had tho General been a plunderer 
himself or had he countenanced plunder- 
ing in tho soldiers under him it is not 
likely that Bishop Grandin would write 
to him in this strain. 

General Middleton brings to light a 
fact which had it been generally known 



would wo aro quite sure, have greatly 
modified the opinion generally enter- 
tained regarding tho part ho was alleged 
to have taken in tho Bromner fur busi- 
ness. Very few indeed know that Mr. 
Bremner presented his claim for compen- 
sation beforu tho Royal Commission 
appointed to adjudicate npon tho claims 
of ihoso who liad suffered loss in the 
Northwest Rebellion. The claim was 
enquired into and rejected because as was 
officially stated Bromnor " was a 
party to nnd responsible for his 
own losses, or in other words that 
he was a rebel." This is tho 
conclusion arrived at by tho Com- 
mission after hearing on the spot all the 
evidence thatBromnor could produce. The 
proporty of the man was therefore, ac- 
cording to tho usageB of war forfeited 
and at the disposal not of tho General 
commanding, but of tho Government. 
General Middleton believed that ho had 
tho power to dispose of this rebol'a 
proporty. This was, it appears, the 
practice in India where he had served 
dining the mutiny. The General never 
saw the furs and ho did not know how 
many there were of them, lie sanctioned 
their disposal, believing the man to be a 
rebel, and that he had the power to do 
what: ho had dune. 

It was proved before tho select com- 
iiiitteo of Parliament thu about one- 
eighth of the furs was packed up as 
mementos for the officers, ami that Gen- 
eral Middleton himself never received 
any of them. The remaining seven- 
eighths disappeared. It is said that the 
value of the furs has be. u very greatly 
exaggerated. They were not worth the 
8-t, 117-1 claimed for them, and, as was 
Been, Bromnor, found in arms against 
the Government, was not entitled to com- 
pensation. Whoever >vas wronged by 
the act of General Middleton in sanction- 
ing tlio disposal of some of the furs, it 
was not the man Bromnor, 

Other charges were brought against 
General Middleton, but there was not the 
least evidence to swpport them. 

lie 'mis, too, been accused of neglect- 
ing tlio officers who served under him. 
General Middleton very effectually dis- 
poses of this charge in his appeal to the 
pooplo of Canada, He shows that if jus- 
tice hits not been done to officers who 
distinguished themselves utiring thu cam- 
paign in tho Nort'uKOst the blame must 
not lie at his door. lie recommended 
many of them for honors and promotion, 
not. only in his official reports, but in his 
letters to, and conversations with, mem- 
bers of the Government, 

It is, we think, not too much to say 
that General Mtddloton's appeal will have 
tho efl'ect in Canada and elsewhere which 
it was intended to produce. It bIiows 
very clearly that he did not at any time 
during tho Northwest Rebellion do any- 
thing of which an oflieer and a man of 
honor need feel ashamed. The mistake he 
made was a natural one, under tho cir- 
cumstances, and ho committed it not for 
his own benefit, but to oblige those 
whom he believed to be his friends. The 
appeal, too, completely clears him of the 
imputation of being blind to the merits of 
his comrades or neglectful of their in- 
terests.

In 
two or three districts, when: thu frost 
was most severe, a few fields of late green 
grain, and fields which have, not ripened 
evenly, which are partly ripe and partly 
green, may he slightly in jured, but in 
quality only. There will bo no decrease 
in the yield worth mentioning any- 
where."

Magistrate Harris Visit* Wellington anil 
HlltlsflPB UHnself iim tn tiie Necessity 
for Scntllng Up the Troops. 

Mr. Dennis Harris, one of the Victoria 
magistrates who Bignodthe requisition calling 
for the despatch of troops to Wellington, 
was yesterday met by u Colonist reporter, 
to whom, in answer to a series of questions, 
he, said, " Yes, 1 havo been up to W elling- 
ton to see and hear for myself. The 
place waa to all appearance quiet ; but the 
daily processions still continue. Yesterday 
there, were bet ween 711 and SO men in the 
procession, of whom I should judge 
the great majority to he foreigners. 
1 talked with some of the men as they cuino 
out of the sh ifts, and they said I hey re- 
quired protection, otherwise they would 
not work. They would not be safe, judging 
from the threatening way in which the 
strikers had made demonstrations in front 
of their houses. They would he satisfied to 
work so long as (lie military were there; 
but thoy would cease working if they left, as 
they would not in that event he safe. I am sat- 
isfied, judging fioin what oilier residents 
t dd me, that what these men said was true, 
indeed, I am convinced that it was a very 
fortunate thing that, the military were 
sent up. The men su'd that. but 
fur the presence of the military some 
of them would havo by this time 
bnon under the ground. Were the 
soldiers not at Wellington, it is certain 
that the men Mould nut ho working.

/Ons night, nearly twonty-llvo yoara 
Jigo, I was camped with Kit Cat-son, 
Lucien B. Muxwoll, General Carleton of 
tho regular army and a couple, of 
Apache Indians, half way up tho ruggod 
sides of the Raton Riuiffo, in tho Rock- 
ies, writes Colonol inman in tho Kansas 
City Star. It was terribly cold, al- 
though mid-summer, and we huddled 
around (, little fire of pino knots, many 
thousand feet ahovo the sea level, close 
to the timber limit Wo had no blank- 
ets, and, of course, wore compelled to 
sit up through tho long hours, smoke 
and tell stories to keep awake. 

The night was very dark, there was 
no moon, and fortunately Carson v.'au in 
a good humor for talking— usually he 
was tho most reticent of men concern- 
ing himself. Maxwell made a casual ro- 
rnark in relation to some Isolated peak 
near by, just discernible in the dark- 
ness, connecting tho locality with some 
trouble ho had with tho I'tes ten or a 
dozen years before, and bis story opened 
Kit's mouth, who said it reminded him 
of one of the worst "difflcults" hoover 
got, into, and tho only time when the 
Indians really "fooled" him. Kit al- 
ways called his troubles with tho sav- 
ages "difflcults." So Kit rolled a fresh 
corn-shuck cigarette, while tho rest of 
us filled our briar-woods and listened at- 
tentively to the famous old man-- Max- 
well, of course, was already familiar 
with his early life, but. th" story was 
now to tho General and raysolf. 

It was in 1843; both bo and Maxwell 
wero principal guides and hunters with 
General John ('. Fremont on !iis expe- 
dition to the mouth of the Columbia. 
When in tho Sierra Novadas, tho Gen- 
eral sent Carson one day In advance of 
the main column to select a suitable 
campaign place, where the expedition 
was to remain several days for the pur- 
pose of taking some astronomical obser- 
vations. Tho essentials were good 
water, timber and game, yet near an el- 
evated point where there wore no:, 
too many trees to shutout a fair view of 
tho heavens. Kit started on his mission, 
moving so that ho would not be more 
than two or three days in advance of the 
General, "blazing" his way, and setting 
up other .signs agreed upon, by which 
bis trail could bo easily followed. The 
second afternoon out, it must have been 
near the crest of the Snowy range that 
marks tho boundary between what is 
now Nevada and California according 
to Carson's description, he found a spot 
that fulfilled the General's requirements 
perfectly. It was a heavily timbered bot- 
tom, through which ran a pebbly brook, 
above which, at an olovation of only a 
few hundred foot, was a hill almost de- 
nuded by trees, with a flat prairie of 
several acres in extent — just tin 1 place 
to use instruments to advantage. 

Kit camped in the timbered bottom on 
account of the intensely cold nights of 
the hlgn altitude, making a lug tire of 
logs, by which all tho men slept, foot 
towards it, rolled up in their blankets, 
be volunteering to stand guard the first 
portion of tin' watch. He walked 
around, smoking cigarettes, until ho got 
warmed through, then he would stand 
in the shadow cf one of tho big trees 
near the men, keeping his eye skinned, 
as bo called it. Some time after the 
men wero all asleep — porbaps an hour 
and a half had elapsed since tho last 
smoker had knocked the ashes out of 
his pipe, rolled himself up and was 
snoring lustily — tho wolves commenced 
to make a terrible noise in tho timber. 
Kit said ho could hear them growl and 
snap their jaws and light and run 
through the brush, apparently coming 
nearer to the lire as they cavorted 
around. Pretty soon, Kit said he could 
seo them playing together, but, he did 
not want to shoot at thom and drive 
them away; ho know the roport of his 
rifle would only wako up tho men who 
were sleeping so nicely after their hard 
day's inarch; besides he know they wero 
harmless, and were only attracted by 
the Bre and tho game tho men had hung 
up in the trees; that tho animal.-, would 
play around there until tho camp was 
abandoned in the morning and then 
come in to pick up what scraps they 
could find. 

So Kit paid no more attention to tho 
wolves, only to see them play and snap 
their teeth as he stood in the shadow of 
a big pine tree, where they couldn't see 
him. Presently, Kit said, they came 
nearer, and "all of a suddint them 
wolves riz right up and fired a shower of 
arrows into tho sleeping men; they was 
Indians, dressed in wolves, skins, and 
.i hey made the snaps of tho jaws with 
two bones held in their hands." 

Kit said ho was never docoiv d that 
way before nor afterward; he thought 
they wero wolves surely, and if it, had 
been daylight, "spoot ho could 'a' seen 
"em just a frothin'." One or two of tho 
men wero hit, but, not, seriously. If the 
Indians had had rifles the result would 
have been disastrous, probably. The 
men all jumped up, of courso, but could 
not draw a bead on tho Indians (on ac- 
count of tho darkness), who scampered 
away safely in the night; yet there was 
not more sleep.

Charles Stewart Parnoll usually wears 
a loosely-fitting cutaway coat, lie gets 
all tho wear out of a coat that thoro is 
i-.i it.

There is a constantly troubled expres- 
sion upon his face, and ho seldom smiles 
or indulges in light conversation. After 
ho becomes worn out with work ho dis- 
appears, sometimes for weeks, and no 
one knows whore to look for him. llo 
drops as completely out of the world as 
if ho had dropped into his gravo. „--'

Ho you think I 
have just started in business?" 

"1 don't, know how long you have been 
in business, but I would like to know 
what you are driving at." 

"Young man, that bill is a counter- 
feit and you are loaded with them.'' 

lie then told me that 1 was a bad and 
dangerous man; that he would advise 
me to get out of his shop before he 
called the police, and that there hud 
been a good many complaints about mo 
lately. 1 tried to show him that the bill 
and 1 were both all right, but, failed, so 
loft him in disgust. As 1 passed 
out 1 saw him go back and put on his 

j coat and hat, but thought nothing of it. 

, After a short walk I returned to the 
hotel and had just put my foot on the 
first step when a policeman put his hand 
on my arm and remarked that he want- 
ed me. In reply to my question he said 
he had reliable evidence that I was a 
'"had one." and was loaded with coun- 
terfeit money. By this time a crowd 
had gathered, and up the ntrcot came 
tho patrol with its gong clanging and 
additions to tho already largo crowd. 
Just as I was being hustled into tho 
wagon the landlord stepped out and told 
the policeman that, I was all right and 
ho was making a big mistake. Cut t'-.i 
policeman said he had good ovider. io 
from rospcctablo parties, and ho guessed 
thoro was no mistake.

Khllctiloas Typographical Bulls Collected 
L by u Wlda-Awuko Trlater. 

T will put on record some few of tbo 
many typographical errorR and bulls 
which havo eoino under my eye, says a 
writer in tho Artist Printer. 

To begin I will cite that of a compos- 
itor wtio, in a furniture advertisement, 
where cradles and coffins wero spoken 
of conjointly, said they wero "tho ap- 
ples and oranges (alpha and omega) of 
human life." 

In Jim Fish's palmiest days the editor 
of a paper on which I was employed 
wrote an article descriptive of a "turn- 
out"' (horses and carriage?) witli which 
Fisk was just then paralyzing New York. 
The learned blacksmith who set it up 
read the words "turn-out" "tom-cat," 
and so had it all through the article. 

A clipper on the Atlanta Constitution 
•nee wrote this: "The Texas Pacific la 
now running out thirty miles from Tes- 
arkana." Tho proof sheet read: '"i'lie 
Texas Pacific is now shipping wintry 
mules from Texas races." 

About the time tho above was gotten 
off, another compositor on the same pa- 
per, in setting a take of telegraph about 
the Tu rco-lt ussian war, gravely an- 
nounced (hat the "Russians bad cap- 
tured the Topeka Post" (fur Schipka 
I'ass). ' 

After tho death of tho Emperor Na- 
poleon tlni telegraph, in describing his 
appearance as lie lay in his coffin, said 
that "his features are placid but care- 
worn.'' Tho typo read the two last 
words "can work," and so set it. The 
same artist on the same day spoke of tho 
"attitude of the Brazilian goat toward 
tllO Antilles." 

I havo seen the abbreviation gov't 
translated ••goat,"' innumerable times, 
but only once have] seen it reversed 
and "goat" rendered "government;" this 
by a man who was always looking out to 
avoid the first-named "bull," he sotting 
up a description of an "Angora govern- 
ment." >c 

On the day that II. E. Loo died a 
Richmond dispatch said that "General 
gloom prevails." Tho proof had It this 
way: "Gen. Gloom," etc. 

After Horace Greeley's death the 
Presidential electors of Georgia, when 
they went to cast their votes, having no 
candidates to give them to, cast them in 
a complimentary way for dlfforont per- 
sons. The editor of the paper 1 was 
working on, in speaking of the matter, 
said they "scattered their votes like a 
coquette her smiles." Imagine his hor- 
ror when this confronted him: "Scat- 
tered their votes like a cognat for 
miles." • 

Several years ago, while a noted 
Southern author, now dead, was on a 
tour in Europe, in one of his letters ho 
wroto that, after visiting a certain lo- 
cality, on the next day he would go to 
Charing Cross. The types had it 
"chasing crows." 

During tho Eastern complications, ten 
or twelve years ago, a certain Mahtnoud 
.lan figured rather prominently. One 
night a compositor got a take of tele- 
graph of which that name was the first 
word. He glanced at it, and with an 

imprecation on tho "d n fool or>- 

orntor who don't know wbar, month it 
is," be proceeded to erect it ;thus: 
"Mahmoud, December 5.—," making a 
date-lino of it. 

One of the finest breaks 1 oversaw was 
made by a proof-roauer. lie came across 
the line— 

"Aye, springes to catch woodcock." 

He was not up on Hamlet, and never 
having seen the word "springes." of 
course knew there was no such. So he. 
changed the p to ay, making it "syr- 
inges." The man who set the take was 
an amateur actor and perfectly familiar 
with tho line, but, the most ho could 
effect with proof-reader was a compro- 
mise, the p was let stand but the e 
had to come out, and so it went 
"springs." 

I will close this, not for want of ma- 
terial so much as for fearof encroaching 
too much on your space, by recounting 
the feat of a printer who, in an article 
describing a mendicant, said ho wore a 
"throadbono coat," and had on his face 
a "necktie flush." 

THE WATER OUSEL. 

A Queer Bird That Frequents (lie Trout 
Streams of Washington. 
Away up on the mountain side, where 
the numerous streams find their way 
through deep, dark canyons down to the 
pulse beat of old ocean, is the natural 
Summer home of the water ousel, tho 
strangest of all strange birds, You 
seldom see. more than one of them at a 
time, according to tho Tacoma Lodger. 
They are of a dark blue color ami are 
easily recognized by a peculiar tjuiolc 
jerking motion, which they never seem 
to tiro of. And as they flit from rock to 
rock they aro continually bobbing up 
and down, performing such a politolittlo 
courtesy as would cause you to smile to 
nee it. 

Owing to their peculiar habits and tho 
isolated spots they select to build their 
nests, no one but tho most ardent 
sportsmen and naturalists succeed in 
finding them. Hence a water ousel's 
nest with two of their eggs in it has a 
commercial value among nest collectors 
of twenty-five dollars. They always 
build their nests just back of some 
waterfall or under some overhanging 
bank, where they have to go through or 
under the water to get to it. 

Another strange habit of this bird Is 
the deliberate manner in which they 
appear to commit suicide. They will 
Start slowly, very slowly, to wade right 
down into tho water until they disap- 
pear from view, but if tho water is clear 
and you have a sharp eye you can still 
see their little dark forms clinging to 
the bottom in search of their morning 
repast, which consists of periwinkles. 

Bullet* in Their Course. 
By saturating tho bullets with vasel- 
ine they may bo easily seen in their 
course from riflo to tho target; their 
trajectory course is marked by a boauti- 
fi:l ring of smoke caused by the vaseline 
being ignited on leaving tho muzzle of 
IbO |jun, the smoke being "suspended for 
ru>mo time in air if not too windy. Much 
hotter scores result when grenso of 
Homo hind in used; bullets are not so apt 
to split, tho recoil is not so groat, and it 
is believed tho evince, of tho missile is 
more true, • .

RENOUNCING A THRONE. 

Ceremony Through Which Archduchess 
Valerie Fanned on llor Detrotlial. 

The renunciation of her succossional 
rights by the Archduchess Valerie on her 
betrothal was performed in Vienna June 
Hi. Tho Archbishop of Vienna, the 
highest court dignitaries, the members 
of the Privy Council, the Ministers, in- 
cluding three members of the Hungarian 
Cabinet, who camo expressly for the 
purpose from Pes til, and the State 
Notary assembled in tho Privy Council 
chamber of tho Hofburg, Four Cap- 
tains of tho Imperial Hody Guard stood 
on the right, of tho throne. On the 
stroke of twelve the Emperor entered 
the inner apartments, with the bride, 

her fiance, six of the Archdukes, tho 
Duke of Cumberland, tho Emperor's 
Adjutant-* foneral, and the chamberlains 
of the bride and bridegroom. The 10m- 
peror, standing below tho throne, in- 
vited the audience to witness the sol- 
emn ceremony. Then be mounted the 
throne, and Count Kalnoky, Minister of 
tho Imperial House, read the deed of 
renunciation. The Archduchess Valerie, 
having made a deep reverence before 
her father, then went to a 
small table on tho left, of tint 
throne, on which was a crucifix 
between two lighted wax taper s. Tho 
Archbishop presented the Gospels to 
her and she, taking off her right hand 
glove, laid two lingers on the hook, 
and. holding tho text of the oath in the 
other hand, repeated it audibly word by 
word as read by tho Archbishop, includ- 
ing the oath proper at tho end of tho 
document. She then signed the act of 
renunciation, and again bowing low be- 
fore the Emperor, took her seat on her 
father's right. The document was then 
signed by the bridegroom, tho State 
notary affixed the seal of (lie couple and 
the ceremony was over. The brido was 
.-aid to look "radiant with happiness." 
By the pragnatio sanction, published in 
1724 by tho Emperor Charles VI.. it was 
declared that the different Austrian 
countries must never bo divided, but 
that when tho male line fails the fe- 
male members of the house wero to bo 
admitted to succession, a provision 
that admitted the rule of Maria Theresa.
